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Complaints Appear Misdirected 


Some pertinent questions were raised by 
Palm Springs businessmen before their city 
council on Monday night 
At first blush it appeared that tho dele­ 
gation in the council chamber was comprised 
of men and women who were afraid of pro- 
gress_of what a change in the complexion of 
¡lie business community might do to them 
individually. 
But consideration indicates that their 
resistance to sudden and complete change, 
such as would be involved in zoning changes 
sought for the Desert Inn, involve questions 
that should be carefully thought out. 
Now let us accept as a fact that construc­ 
tion of a hotel project such as that envisaged 
bv George Alexander and his designer, 
Charles Luckman, would Ire an immediate 
asset to the community. 
And that the business mall of which they 
talk could and should be real attractions. 
That these are facts readily recognized 
by a majority of the merchants on Palm Can- 
von Drive was proved by the turnout of en­ 
trepreneurs protesting Alexander’s plans. 
They questioned the need for hurry in 
approval of the proposals. Perhaps with justi- 


Cther Editors 


When the President delivered his mes­ 
sage of sympathy to consumers the other 
day, he meant every one of us. Consumers 
are even more numerous than taxpayers, be­ 
cause even those with no incomes are con­ 
sumers. 
It sounded fine to learn that our Gov­ 
ernment is going to get on the ball and make 
sure we are not homswoggled, poisoned, 
gypped anil bamboozled. It sounded a little, 
aiso, like the President though each citizen 
needed a keeper, and that keeper is to be a 
Washington official. 
A little reflection, though, will show that 
some of the conditions the President deplored 
exist because the Federal government hasn't 
been living up to responsibilities it already 
has under existing laws. For example, false 
advertising has been a responsibility of the 
Federal Trade Commission for many years. 
Yet, the Government does some ‘false 
advertising” itself, on a grand scale. It tells 
taxpayers, for instance, that their Social Se­ 
curity taxes are insurance premiums, but ad­ 
mits in court that they are just taxes, and 
that legally the payer is only entitled to what 
Congress decides he shall have at the time 
he becomes eligible for benefits. 
And, when the President spoke of the 
high prices consumers must pay for some 
items, could he have been thinking of farm 
products? Here, the Government rigs the 
prices of many of them, and soaks the con- 
sumer-taxpayer for the overhead as well. 
And the Government also encourages pro­ 
ducers of needed farm commodities like milk 


fication. The city council has held back on 
granting of commercial zones—with the idea 
in mind of protecting established business. 
But today, if the estimations of some 
highly priced exports are correct, P a l m 
Springs is on the threshold of unprecedent­ 
ed growth. By this time next year, the Mt. San 
Jacinto Tramway should be pulling customers 
for just about everybody with a business li­ 
cense—if they have what the visitors want. 
And what the visitors will want is just 
what the year-around residents want, a rea­ 
sonable return for the dollar in a store, cafe 
or shop that is convenient to get into, a place 
with off-street parking or with a parking lot 
nearby. 
Complaints against the urgency pressed 
by Alexander and his staff at this juncture ap­ 
pear misdirected. Alexander has a big invest­ 
ment in the Desert Inn property, logically, 
he’s in something of a hurry to begin realiz­ 
ing a profit on that investment. 
By the same token it would appear a 
more logical approach for the businessmen to 
organize for an approach to more off-street 
parking to serve their individual stores than 
to attack an ambitious and far-reaching 
project.

WASHINGTON (l’PI) _ Earli­ 
er this month I paid my respects 
to the International Jazz Festival 
staged here under the auspices of 
one of President Kennedy'* cul­ 
tural committees. 
fn keeping with my non-parti­ 
san approach to all matters, cul­ 
tural or political, it seemed only 
fair that I give equal lime to the 
other side. 
So I arranged an interview this 
week with Guy Lombardo. 
Lombardo, as every Schmaltz 
lover knows, plays "the sweetest 
music this side of heaven.” And 
since January. 1«¡!, he has been 
playing the sweetest music out­ 
side the White House. 
For 24 years, his orchestra per­ 
formed at ail of the presidential 
inaugural balls in the capital and 
received occasional invitations to 
entertain at the Executive Man­ 
sion. 
Limbo For Lombardo 
But when the Kennedy adminis­ 
tration came in. it was limbo for 
Lombardo. 
He is currently playing a com­ 
mercial engagement at the Shore- 
ham Hotel, which is the only way 
he can get to Washington these 
days. 
I must say, however, that Lom­ 
bardo seems to be bearing 
up very well in exile. When I 
joined him at lunch, he was as 
cheerful as an orchestra leader 
can be at that time of day. 


Lombardo recalled that shortly 
after the 1960 presidential elec­ 
tion. he and Lawrence Welk hap­ 
pened to meet at the Los Ang­ 
les airport. 
"I'm ready,” Welk told h i m . 
"I've arranged to do my televi­ 
sion broadcast from Washington 
the week of the inauguration, so 
that I can play at the ball.” 
Ready For Inaugural 
"I'm all set. too.” Lombardo 
responded. "Eve already told my 
booking agency to keep that night 
open.” 
As it turned out. however, the 
program committee had o t h e r 
ideas. Neither was invited. 
In retrospect. Lombardo r e • 
gards his encounter with Welk as 
highly amusing. I don't know how 
Welk feels about it. 
Although President Kennedy ap­ 
parently is not enraptured by the 
style of music that Lombardo rep­ 
resents. there is no gain saying 
that it is a part of the nation's 
cultural life. 
It occurred to me the adminis­ 
tration could profit by giving 
it the same sort of boost it re­ 
cently gave to jazz groups. 
This might help the President 
put an end to charges that the 
administration is anti - business. 
Such music is often described as 
"the businessman’s bounce." 
I asked Lombardo what he had 
thought of the idea and he re­ 
sponded enthusiastically. 
“We could call it an 'Interna­ 
tional Corn Festival,’ ” he said.

Labor Relations Climate Changes 


WASHINGTON. D. C. - King 
Solomon, said to be the wisest of 
judges, would certainly risk his 
reputation by taking a job with 
the National 
Labor Relations 
Board. The NLRB jurisprudence 
sometimes is as dense as fog. 
elusive as quicksilver, and unpre­ 
dictable as women. Consider a 
pending case which involves four 
workers in West Allis, Wisconsin, 
and their dispute with their union. 
Local 283, United Auto Workers. 
These four workers, named Sco­ 
field. Kozbiel. Hansen and Stefa- 
nec of the Wisconsin Motor Corp., 
found themselves caught in a 
squeeze between what the union 
told them to do and what the 
company paid them to do. The 
union told them not to work too 
hard, but to limit their piecework 
production to a specified figure. 
The figure was measured in mon­ 
ey for overtime rather than in 
units of production, this being a 
way to keep within the letter of 
the Labor Law. But, in effect if 
not in law, the union was re­ 
straining trade, something that is 
forbidden when an industry does 
it, but not when a union does it 
Production Penalized 
In contrast to the union's slow­ 
down instructions, the Wisconsin 
Motor Corp. was paying these 
men to get the job done as soon 
as possible. When the men ex­ 
ceeded the union-set quotas, the 
union fined them in sums from 
150 to $100. The men refused to 
pay, the union went to court: the 
men claimed "unfair labor prac­ 


tices" and appealed to the NLRB. 
Acting for the NLRB was trial 
examiner A. Norman Somers, 
who came to Washington about 
the time the pro-union Wagner 
Act was passed. He worked up to 
be assistant general counsel, tak­ 
ing the trial examiner job after 
the Republicans won power in 
1952. One would expect that Som­ 
ers wouid side with the union 
against the workers, and this is 
what he eventually did, but not 
apparently for ideological rea­ 
sons. Somers reasoned—and cor­ 
rectly, I am told by labor lawyers 
in town — that the law required 
him to do what he did. although 
the law itself in this case seems 
unjust. 
Immunity Is Lost 
"If the discipline (by the union) 
is internal union discipline, the 
(union's) immunity is complete, 
regardless of what it is for. If it 
is external and reaches out to the 
member’s tenure as employee or 
to his person, the immunity is 
lost . . . ” 
. 
In other words, the union is 
very much master of its own 
house. It may even act against 
what would seem to be the nation­ 
al interest. A company engaged 
in making missiles, for example, 
might have a government order 
which required expedition. The 
company would be perfectly will­ 
ing to pay overtime, and would 
also be willing to hire addition­ 
al workers. But the union could 
determine to hold down the quo­ 
tas and stretch out the work, us­ 


ing the slowdown method as 
something to bargain away for 
higher wages or fringe benefits 
when the next contract comes up. 
New Day May Dawn 
But a new day may be dawning 
over the American economy. Stu­ 
art Rothman, an Eisenhower 
holdover in the office of NLRB's 
General Counsel, has pointed out 
that union discipline is admitted­ 
ly a legitimate thing, but that its 
misuse or overuse may become 
inconsistent with the purpose of 
labor legislation—which is to pro­ 
mote industrial peace. The white- 
thatched Rothman, who is not 
identified in Washington with any 
particular ideology, says that this 
delicate point — when does union 
discipline collide with the national 
interest? — has not been tested 
in court cases. There is, however, 
a 1962 U.S. Court of Appeals de­ 
cision which comes close to say­ 
ing that union discipline ceases 
to be “internal” when it takes a 
man’s job or cheats his boss. The 
decision reads: 
"Coercive action, whether by 
way of fine, discharge or other­ 
wise, which deprives a (union) 
member of his right to work and 
his employer of the benefit of his 
services, cannot be said to relate 
only to the internal affairs of the 
union." 
The four Wisconsin workers who 
were fined now have a chance to 
take their case to the five-mem­ 
ber labor board and into the law 
courts. If they do so—and win— 
some new labor relations are in 
the making.

In response to criticism that 
the city was destroying old rec­ 
ords.
